“L like to think that 
my game is all about 
giving 100 percent and 
just doing the best that 
I can for the team. 

“My aim is primarily 
to win the ball and 
then pass it to players 
who can play a bit. 

“But I must admit 
that I do like to get 
forward and score 
goals when I can.” 

Of his second ill- 
fated spell at Preston, 
Woodall is phi- 
losophical. 

It’s typical of the 
man that he did play 
“when and if they 
needed me to play”, 
despite carrying stress 
fractures in his ankle 
joints for much of the 
season. 

“T just wish I'd been 
a bit fitter,"’ he ex- 
plained. 

“But when Preston 
let me go if I couldn't 
stay in the NSL I was 
glad to get to Juventus. 

“The club is well run 
and it’s nice to be 
wanted and to have 
something to play 
for.” 

And has he got 
something to prove? 

“Maybe — I think 
so,” he muses. 

“Tf Juventus wins 
the league, hopefully 
T'll get a contract with 
that club and we'll go 
on to the NSL. 

“ think Sean (Lane), 
Steve (Smith) and a 
couple of others would 
like to line up against 
Preston. 

“Tt would be nice to 
play against some of 
our old friends.”

The heavy sacrifices 
made by ordinary Ita- 
lians to stage the 
greatest sports show on 
earth were forgotten 
while the national side 
stormed easily through 
to the semifinals. 

But the magic 
vanished and Italians 
began counting the cost 
on the night that 
Argentine sorcerer 
Diego Maradona be- 
witched Italy into a 
semi-final defeat at the 
very moment when a re- 
cord fourth World Cup 
was already within their 
sights. 


As people returned to 
ordinary life after a 
month spent watching, 
discussing, cheering and 
suffering over the foot- 
ball extravaganza, the 
predominant feeling 
was that Italy had been 
cheated of a trophy 
which was theirs by 
right. 

This emotion is sure 
to colour the way in 
which Italy remembers 
an unrepeatable, lost 
chance of supreme glory 
on its own soil, where 
football has an almost 
religious aura. 

The scrappy final be- 
tween West Germany 
and Argentina only con- 
firmed the passionate 
belief that the Cup's 
rightful home was with 
the hosts. 


But despite the dis- 
appointment, most Ita- 
lians looked back with 
great pride at the way in 
which, after months of 
uncertainty and 
apprehension before the 
June 8 kickoff, the huge 
enterprise ran smoothly 
and efficiently, winning 
praise from FIFA and 
foreign observers. 

Th 


major role in correcting 
Italy's international im- 
age from chaos to effi- 
ciency, invention and 
elan. 

Chief oraniser Luca 
di Montezemolo 
emerged from the com- 
petition with enormous 
managerial prestige and 
a stack of lucrative job 
offers. 

The World Cup 
caused a virtual suspen- 
sion of normal life in 
Italy, with news bulle- 


tins leading on news of 
the matches and few 
people interested in 
anything else. 

Politicans spent their 
time in the VIP boxes of 
stadiums instead of the 
back corridors of 
power, 

But a truce between 
the squabbling parties in 
Mtaly’s coalition govern- 
ment was quickly de- 
clared over and news- 
papers predicted with 
regret that they would 
have to write about poli- 
tics and nagging econo- 
mic problems once 
again. 

The end of the World 
Cup is likely to reopen 
recrimination about the 
costs and sacrifices 
made to stage the com- 
petition, that remained 
dormant while football 
held centre stage. 

Years of stifling 
bureaucratic and politi= 
cal delays pushed World 
Cup construction costs 
up to $7.18 billion, 
almost twice original 
estimates, and caused a 
hectic scramble to get 
grounds ready in time. 

The 12 World Cup 
cities were turned into 
huge building sites and 
their residents suffered 
inconvenience and traf- 
fic chaos. Twenty-four 
workers died in acci- 
dents, 15 times the 
national average. 

Italians also paid a 
high price to defend the 
country from the biggest 
threat of crowd violence 
in the 60-year history of 
the World Cup. 

The threat from Eng- 
lish, West German and 
local hooligans forced 
an unprecedented 
security operation by 
more than 45,000 police 
that turned several cities 
into what one news- 
paper called heavily de- 
fended concentration 
camps. 

Italians were horri- 
fied by scenes of mass 
violence in Milan, Rit 
ni, Turin and Cagliari 
where phalanxes of 
baton-swinging riot 
police fought hooligans. 

But here again they 
took pride in the way in 
which their police were 
able to contain the vio- 
lence despite wide- 
spread foreign cynicism 
before the Cup began. 


The Argentine cap- 
tain, clearly not fully fit, 
touched the ball only 
about a dozen times 
during the World Cup 
final. 

Almost 30, Maradona 
closed his international 
career with a booking 
for complaining to the 
referee and with the 
cruel and unjustified 
whistles of the 73,000 
crowd ringing in his 
ears. 

Weeping openly, the 
stocky midfield genius 
led his dejected team on 
to the podium to collect 
their runners-up medals 
four years after lifting 
the cup in Mexico, 

“The final will be the 
last big occasion of my 
career,” Maradona had 
said before the match, 
adding that he would 
not play for the national 
side again. 

“It’s time to hand 
over the captain's 
armband,” he said. 

Maradona went into 
the game cursing the 
crowd for booing his 
country’s national 
anthem — a most un- 
sporting reaction to 
Argentina's semi-final 
win over Italy. 

The player who 
dominated world foot- 
ball for a decade made 
his league debut in 
Argentina when only 15 
years old, a prodigy who 
had already entertained 
crowds at halftime with 
his ball-juggling skills. 


Provoked 


Born in a Buenos 
Aires slum, he was 
given his first football as 
an infant and slept with 
it under his arm. 

The affection was 
mutual and Maradona 
began to show unrival- 
led skills in local league 
football. 

At 17, he just missed 
inclusion in Argentina's 
1978 World Cup-win- 
ning squad but quickly 
got over the disappoint 
ment by leading Argen- 
tina to triumph in the 
World Youth Cup in 
Japan a year later. 

His marvellous close 
control, free-kicks and 
passing had already 
attracted attention from 
wealthy European clubs 
and Barcelona signed 
him after the 1982 
World Cup in Spain. 

The 1982 tournament 
was a bitter experience 
for the headstrong 
Maradona, still unused 
to the brutal marking 
that was to follow him 
throughout his career. 

Provoked by defen- 
sive hit-men and frus- 
trated by Argentina's 
poor performance, he 
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was sent off for a blatant 
foul against Brazil in the 
second phase 

From then on Mara- 
dona, controversy and 
the World Cup walked 
hand-in-hand. 

Four years later he 
led his country to vic- 
tory in Mexico with a 
series of inspiring dis- 
plays that left even his 
strongest critics gasping 
in admiration. 


But his quarter-final 
performance against 
England, which fea- 
tured a classic dribbling 
goal from the halfway 
line, was marred by the 
us ‘Hand of 
jent. 

Maradona had some- 
how stretched above 
towering goalkeeper 
Peter Shilton to punch 
home the ball, later 
claiming a case of divine 
intervention. 

By then a multi-mil- 
lion-dollar Napoli 
player after a couple of 
barren years in Spain, 
Maradona reinforced 
his world’s number one

status by leading the 
previously unfashion- 
able club to two league 
titles and a UEFA Cup 
win, 

His soccer love affair 
with the southern city 
was always likely to lead 
to controversy when 


Italy geared up for this 
World Cup. It did. 

At Maradona’s be- 
hest, Naples crowds 
flocked to support 
Argentina in the first 
round. But elsewhere, 
Italian crowds booed his 
every move. 


When Argentina re- 
turned to Naples for 
their semi-final against 
the host country he was 
accused of trying to 
stoke up regional rivalry 
to garner support for his 
team. 

His sides unexpected 
victory — the latest in a 
string of fortunate 
escapes — was summed 
up by an Italian news- 
paper headline ‘Mara- 
dona is the devil. 

Two days later he was 
involved in a fracas with 
Italian security officials 
and claimed the entire 
country was plotting 
against him. 

“I hope Italy will for- 
give me,” he said on the 
eve of the West German 
game. But it was too 
late.

Passarella, currently 
in charge of Argentine 
champions River 
Plate, led the victo- 
rious 1978 side under 
Cesar Menotti, cur- 
rently heading the 
campaign for a return 
to the open, attacking 
soccer which gave 
them their first world 
crown. 


Present coach Car- 
los Bilardo, in the job 
for seven years, has 
given his blessing to 
Passarella despite their 
opposing tactical phi- 
losophies. 


“Passarella would 
be a good choice be- 
cause of his internatio- 
nal prestige,” he said. 

Argentine Football 
Association president 
Julio Grondona said 
after the World Cup

Tickets sales from the 
month-long event also 
set a world record $17.5 
million, 

“The World Cup 
didn’t only represent a 
month of celebrations 
for our country and 
allow us to cut a good 
figure but it also 
brought us an economic 
profit,” Di Montezemo- 
lo said. 

The local organising 
committee (COL) is ex- 
pected to earn $19 mil- 
lion from the finals but 
Di Montezemolo said fi- 
gures were still being 
prepared. 


He said organisers 
were happy with the 
security arrangements 
which involved 45,000 
police officers around 
the country. 

“On the eve of the 
World Cup, security 
was one of the most de- 
licate problems,” he 
said. 

“I was reading re- 
ports in the press sug- 
gesting that certain 
matches, like Holland- 
Germany, would be 
World War III.” 

About 400 English 
fans were deported and 
70 charged after clashes 
in several Italian cities 
and towns. 

“But thanks to the 
excellent work of the 
police we didn't have 
the slightest incident in- 
side the stadiums in 52 
matches,"’ Di Mon- 
tezemolo said. 

Di Montezemolo is 
widely expected to be 
asked by FIFA to join 
their committee over- 
seeing the 1994 World 
Cup finals in the United 
States.

Beckenbauer, Bilardo 


BOTH World Cup 
final coaches, Carlos 
Bilardo and Franz 
Beckenbauer, have 
stepped down after 
the World Cup. 

Bilardo surprised his 
countrymen by guiding 
Argentina to their 
second World Cup 
triumph in Mexico 
four years ago but says 
he can no longer stand 
the strain of internatio- 
nal football manage- 
ment. 

Beckenbauer says 
he wants a new chal- 
lenge and is going into 
business, although he 
is still being touted as 
the supremo for the 
1994 World Cup in the 
United States. 
Bilardo, aged 51 
a doctor by profession 
and as a player he 
gained fame with Estu- 
diantes who won 
notoriety for games- 
manship when they 
won the world club 
championship in 1968.

He coached in Col- 
ombia before steering 
Estudiantes to the 
league title in 1982 and 
then took over from 
Cesar Menotti who 
had been unable to re- 
tain the World Cup in 
Spain. 

Bilardo introduced 
the five-man midfield 
in Mexico and used it 
as a launching pad for 
Diego Maradona. 

“We had a young, fit 
team then,” he says. 

“This year we had 
greater experience but 
injuries and suspen- 
sions have taken their 
toll. 

“The biggest prob- 
lem after Mexico was 
that 160 of our best 
players went to play in 
Europe and we have 
had little time to build 
areal team. 

‘“‘Maradona was 
struggling with injury 
and Jorge Burruchaga, 
a key member of the 


side, only started play- 
ing four months ago. 
“We came through a 
lot to get to the final. 
The suspensions of 
four players were too 


great a handicap,”” 
Bilardo said after his 
team had lost the final 
to the Germans. 

Beckenbauer was 
West Germany's most 
complete player and 
won every honour the 
game couid offer. 

He played 103 times 
for his country and led 
them to the World Cup 
in 1974, 

There had been 
other players filling a 
sweeper’s position be- 
fore Beckenbauer but 
this tall, elegant de- 
fender rewrote the role 
with his marvellous 
runs upfield before de- 
livering a perfect pass. 
He was 18 when he 
made his debut for 
Bayern Munich as a 
left winger but was 
soon converted to a 


midfield role and with- 
in two years was play- 
ing for West Germany, 
in a World Cup qual- 
ifying match against 
Sweden. 

He played on the 
losing side in the 1966 
World Cup final 
against England when 
then manager Helmut 
Schoen detailed him to 
mark Bobby Charlton. 

He gained his re- 
venge in 1970 in 
Mexico where he had 
been switched to 
sweeper. He scored 
only his second goal 
for his country as Ger- 
many came back from 
2-0 down to. beat Eng- 
land 3-2 after extra- 
time in the quarter- 
finals. 

But he dislocated his 
shoulder in the semi- 
final against Italy and 
had to play on as Ger- 
many had used both 
substitutes. 

Germany went out 


of the Cup but two 
years later Becken- 
bauer collected the 
European Champion- 
ship in Brussels. 

Beckenbauer led a 
players’ revolt in 1974 
after an historic 1-0 de- 
feat to East Germany 
and they went on to 
beat over-confident 
Holland in the final, 

After winning three 
European club 
championships with 
Bayern Munich he left 
to play for the New 
York Cosmos and. de- 
clined to help Ger- 
many in the 1978 
World Cup in Argen- 
tina, 

As a player he 
appeared almost 
casual but always in 
charge of the situation. 

He has tried to 
maintain that image as

bad start when club

Perpetual bickering

FRENCH BID 
FOR 1998 


FRANCE has made 
a formal bid to 
FIFA to stage the 
1998 World Cup 
finals, the second 
country to stake a 
claim in the past 
fortnight. 

France's bid, pre- 
sented by French Soc- 
cer Federation officials 
to FIFA president 
Joao Havelange at a 
reception in Rome, 
came after a similar re- 
quest by Morocco. 

Havelange said 
other bids were ex- 
pected from Switzer- 
land, Portugal and 
Brazil. 

FIFA would make a 
decision on the venue 
by June 1992, he said. 

Jean Fournet- 
Fayard, president of 
the French Federation, 
presented outline 
plans to stage the 
tournament, which 
would use 14 cities as 
match venues. 

He said: “It is very 
important to stimulate 
the French govern- 
ment into investing in 
this enterprise. 

“One of the prob- 
lems is the creation of 
a new stadium in Paris 
to replace the Parc des 
Princes which has 
room for only 50,000 
and is not big enough 
to host a final.” 

He said Italia "90 
was ‘‘a model of 
organisation which will 
be a point of reference 
for future World 
Cups.” 

The 1994 World Cup 
finals are being staged 
in the United States.

Robson did not 
claim England played 
well throughout their 
World Cup campaign 
but he was thrilled 
with their performance 
against West Germany 
and Italy.

Younger referees 
will be chosen 


THAT Edgardo Codesal of Mexico, who at 39 
was the referee of the World Cup final is an 
indication of FIFA’s desire to rejuvenate 
officiating at the tournament, officals said 


last week. 


“It surely will not be 
the last time we take 
somebody so young,” 
said Michel Zen Ruf- 
finen, the secretary of 
FIFA’s referees’ com- 
mittee. 

He said there were 
plans to set an age limit 
of 45 on referees for the 
next World Cup, in the 
United States in 1994. 

It was the third con- 
secutive time that a 
Latin American has 
been named by FIFA’s 
referees’ committee to 
be the head official at 
the World Cup final. 

Brazilians were hon- 
oured in the 1982 and 
1986 finals. 

“We have to take the 
best referee,” said Zen 
Ruffinen. “But in the 
future we will rely more 
‘on younger referees.” 

He refused to elabo- 
rate on the selection 
procedures for this 
World Cup. 

But he said other 
changes in World Cup 
officiating would be dis- 


cussed in the coming 


months, including the 
use of experienced 
linesmen at the World 
Cup. 
Only referees are now 
used as linesmen and 
they can make obvious 
errors in a discipline 
they rarely practice in 
between tournaments. 
At least three clear 
goals were disallowed 
because of faulty off- 
side decisions taken by 
referees as linesmen at 
the 1990 World Cup. 
Codesal was the re- 
feree for the quarter- 
final between England 
and Cameroun, a 3-2 
victory for England. 


In the first round, 
Codesal also officiated 
the game between Italy 
and the United States at 
Rome's Olympic 
Stadium. 

Codesal, a gynecolog- 
ist from Mexico City, 
has officiated at inter- 


national matches since 
1983 and earned his first 
FIFA experience at the 
World Youth 
Championship in the 
Soviet Union in 1985. 

‘Two years ago, he re- 
fereed at the Olympic 
Games in South Korea. 

He was born in Uru- 
guay but moved to 
Mexico more than 10 
years ago when a milit- 
ary government ruled 
his homeland. 

His handling of the 
West Germany-Argen- 
tina final, however, was 
almost universally con- 
demned. 

Newspapers around 
the world criticised his 
award of the penalty 
which decided the out- 
come and his expulsions 
of Pedro Monzon was 
also harshly judged. 

He was also reviled 
for failing to caution 
German players for tak- 
ing dives when chal- 
lenged by Argentine 
tackles, legal or other- 
wise.

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He said that the finals 
had seen a return to 
what he called the ‘old 
European safety-first 
football.’ 

“That isn’t the pur- 
pose of the knockout 
system,” Blatter said. 

‘Asked if the system 
should be changed, he 
said: “FIFA will cer- 
tainly have to think ab- 
out it again. If anyone 
has a better solution, I'll 
be grateful.” 

Blatter said the 24- 
team, 31-day tourna- 
ment was too long and 
that he would prefer 
admitting only 16 
teams. 

Blatter also called for 
specially trained lines- 
men and more physical- 
ly fit referees. 

He also blamed 
FIFA’s referee commis- 
sion, made up largely of 
former referees, for fail- 
ing to criticise match 
officials. 

But he added: “The 
flood of red and yellow 
cards led to the players 
being less aggressive. 
‘That's very pleasing.” 

In Rome, another 
FIFA official said that 
the referees’ clamp- 
down on rough play had 
produced the cleanest 
finals despite, or be- 
cause of, a record num- 
ber of yellow and red 
cards. 

FIFA’s spokesman 
Guido Tognon, said the 
refereeing at the tourna- 
ment had been excellent 
from the second round 
onwards. 

“The game has been 
cleaned up,” he said 
“The behaviour of the 
players and coaches has 
never been better than 
here.” 

But he added that the 


World Cup had not’ 


lived up to FIFA ex- 
pectations as a spectacle 
because of a dearth of 
goals and the lack of 
excitement at many 
matches in the knockout 
part of the tournament. 

“We can't say we're 
happy or we're un- 
happy,” he said. “But 
we are surprised that 
the cup system from the 
second round didn’t 
bring us a lot more 
zoals.
